Since’1948 the volume of trade within 
the Commonwealth has doubled, Over 
the same period trade wlth non-Common- 
wealth countries has increased by 850 per 
cênt — and it is not merely that Brituin 
has neglected the Commonwealth or 
become more European. 

Gatt and free-market trends İn 
International trading lies have changed 
the face of the world. Britain Is no longer 
the leading industrial power, processing 
the raw materlals provided by its overseas 
possessions. Commonwealth countrles, 
even in the process of industriallsalion, 
are continually on the lookout for major 
markets of their own. 

Trade tinks within the Commonwealth 
ıo longer converge on London. They 
connect directly with each other, and 
above all with Washington, Moscow, 
Peking. Tokyo and Brussels, where de- 
cisions affecting the world as u whole are 
reached. 

The Conimonwcalth is overshadowed 
by these other world capitals. Some of its 
members hope lhat by clubbing Logether 
they will able to offset undue 
influence from without. Others, like 
Britain, take the realities of the new 
power positlon into account. 2 

At Ottawa the Commonwealth Pre- 
miers realised that the current harmony 
between the four superpowers is a mixed 
blessing for mediunrsized and smaller 
countries. 

As an African delegate put it, elephants 
trample on the grass when fighting, to 
which an Asian delegate added that they 
wreak even more havoc when flirting or 
maklng love. 

Are Commonwealtiı summits worth the 
money? The cost in terms of hard cash — 
about two million dollars —is a minor 
consideration, one experienced Prime 
Minister commented. The cost in political 
terms was what mattered.

GDR television, which had announced 
Ulbricht’s death, interrupted its Lransmis- 
sions of the Festival Programme, which it 
had broadcast almost non-stop since 28 
July, and put on a programme of classic 
al muslc. The radio surprisingly continued 
ils Festival reports despite the fact that 
the official news agency ADN had 
announced Ulbricht’'s deatlı, 

A comnıission consisting of the GDR 
goverment aid tho iuternational com- 
miltee met imınedlalely after the news of 
Ulbricht’s death to diseuss whether the 
Youth Festival should continue. 

The Federal Republic's delegation 
slated that it would follow the 
recomınendatlons of the organisers, Tlie 
delegation had arranged û “National 
evening" for that very day and i large 
muntber of guests had beer invited, 

radio gave Ulbricht's death 
prominence in its news bulletins but did 
no more thay read the offieial medical 
report with lls signatures.

but, despite a large number of setbacks, 
iho GCDR's economic potential rose year 
by year so that the GDR with Its no more 
than seventeen ınillion inhabitants is 
today one of the largest Industrial nations 
in the world and the Soviet Union's most 
importantt trading partner, 

Ulbricht soon grew out of his role as a 
mere satellite of Moscow, His loyalty to 
the Soviet Unlon, the model socialist 
State, was never doubled but as ho grew 
older Ulbricht became more and more 
independent and his obstinacy annoyed 
more people than Polish parly-leader 
Vladislav Gomulka, 

Ulbricht, Iho man without passlons as 
lio was once called, found it difficult to 
establish contact with other people and 
Was even isolated within the leaderslıip of 
the Socfalist Unity Parly (SED). Hle was 
unable to form friedships with any of lıis 
colleagues, 

Ilis awkwardness, even when in the 
conıpany of his closest colleagues, and 
the coldness he radiated, even thouglı he 
tried lo mask it, robbed lin of ihe public 
sympathy he, as the true founder of the 
first German workers" and peasants” 
State, tried to obtain in weent years, 

He left his successor a well-admin- 
istered State. The SED's system of govorn- 
mert was so well established by Iho time 
ho resigned In May 197| that his 
Successsor, Erich Honecker, was able to 
complete the change of course towards 
the Federal Republic instituted by 

Moscow withoul Any seriotıs tpfreavals on 
the home front, That is not the least of 
Ulbricht's accomplishments, 

Politically speaking, Ulbrichl had bee 
dead for some time. In the end lıis voice 
had no infltence because of his stubborn 
resistance to Bonn's Ostpolitik, His rapid 

Physical decline was another reason for 
1s political downfall, 

He rarely appeared in public and he 
must have considered it particularly 
humiliating ta be Tepresented as lıead of 
the State Council by his deputy Friedrich 
Ebert who, though only two years 
Yotınger, was a far more vital man, 

As Ulbricht was forced into the 
background over the last couple of years, 
his name silently disappeared from 
newspapers. Sports stadiums , factories and 
State institutions bearing his name were 
re-christened. 

Photographs of the old feader, which 
had once had to have his personal

In 1953 Ulbricht warmed Moscow 
against rushing headlong into the “new 
course" which aimed te curb the spreacl 
of Saclalism in the Cerman Democratic 
Republic. ت‎ 1 

He believed that the only reason the 
Hungarlan Revolution had proved possi 
bla was becnuse the tight controls 
Prevailing were slackened at the wrong 
moment of time, Ulbricht could point in 
triumph to the results of what he called a 
policy of weakness, 

After the downfall of Malenkov and 
Beria, both of wliom sought detente with 
the Federal Republic even at that early 
date, Ulbricht, as adaptable as ever, came 
to terms with Malenkov's SUCCESSOT, 
Nikita Kruslıchev, who did ot come to 
Ook upon Ulbricht as a hindrance until 
the final year of hiş administration. 

As far as domestic policy was 
concerned, Ulbricht toak the downfall of 
Malenkov and Beria at an excuse to 
elintinate his Opponents within the party 
~ tlhe supporters of a lıumane Socialism 
and a specifically German way to 
Socialism. 

Party members such as Wilkelm Zaisser, 
Rudolf Herrnstadt, Franz Dahlem and 
Anton Ackermann were ousted, declared 
enemies of the

Katja Mann, 
Thomas’ widow, 
turns 90 


Ki Mann, the soul mate of Tlıomas 
Mann through many years of 
marriage, was 90 on 24 July this year, 
She celebrated her birthday at her home 
in Kilchberg, Switzerland. She was at ihe 
side of the great writer for moro than 
fifty years. And if Thomas Mann had 
lived he would have been one hundred on 
6 June 1975, 


Annette Kolb called Katja Mann “anı 
oriental princess”, She is the daugh ier of 
the Munich Professor of Mathematics 
Alfred Pringsheim and his wife Hedwig. 


Her maternal grandparents were Ernst 
Dohm, one of the founders of the 
salirical magazine Kladderadatsch, and his 
writer wife Hedwig, 


Kalja Pringsheln’s extraordinary 
beauly is preserved in the portrails by 
Franz von Lenbach and FA. von 
Kaulbach. Her oarly yeurs were spent in 
her father's art-filled mansion with her 
four brothers, 


She was Ihe first girl in Munich lo pass 
the Abitur. Having done so she then 
sludied matliematics under her father's 
tutelage, and physics under Röntgen. 


In February 1905 she married the shy 
and serious Thomas Mann, who was not 
comfortable in his in-laws" nıulleu, bul 
who had already won literary fame with 
his novel Brddenbrovks. 


In Kêniglthe lloheit he created a 
unique literary monument to his wife 
wlio hecame Imma Spoelmann. 


She soon became the focal point in a 
rapidly growing family. “Mielein" was a 
calming infuence in the hectic hubbub of 
family life. “Tummy™ was the bead of 
the family, but Katja made It her job to 
screen him from the troubles of everyday 
life so that his genlus could develop.

Similar fluctuations in the fleld of 
chronopharmacology and chronotoxo- 
logy have been observed with other 
Organic substances and medicaments. 
They are normally linked closely with the 
thythmic chemical processes of the liver, 

The fiver, described as the body's 
chemical factory, is known to produce a 
large number of the elements the body 
needs to decompose its own and alien 
substances, 

But it only carries out a few of its 
duties at any one time and works instead 
according to a precise timetable. This can 
be seen from the varying amounts of 
nucleic acids, enzymes, glycogen, gallic 
acld and detoxicants in the organism at 
different times of the diy. 

These fluctuations dependent or tho 
functioning of the liver and other organs 
explain why the human organism reacts 

a different fashion to specific 
medicaments at various times of the day. 

Prescribing medicine to be taken three 
times a day often tuns contrary to the 
biological clock. But taking a dose of 
medicine at the tiglıt time cari increase its 
effectivity and inhibit nearly all undesi. 
rable side- effects, 


Midnight anti-histamines 


This is true for instance in the case of 
the anti-listumines prescribed for asthma 
sufferers, Chronobiulogis!s havo disco. 
vered that the most effective form of 
treatment is to prescribe a Jose at around 
midnight, 

Walberg and his colleagues are currently 
drawing up new guidelines for treating 
high blood pressure with the lessons of 
chronobiology in mind, lt nıust be 
remembered that excessively high blood 
pressure drops to a more normal level 
during the evening, obviating the need for 
medicaments at this time of day. 

Helmut Kiünkel, ihe Flanover NeurO- 
physiologist, has discovered periodical 
Huctuations in the susceptibility of 
Patients to epileptic fits and as a result 

Tawî up art improved course of 
treatment based orı chronobiology. 

Though the field covered by chrono- 
biology is large, there ate few indications 
of its discoveries’ being utilised in 
practice. The use of chronobiological 
findings in the fighl against cancer is still 
a thing of the future. 

Van Mayersbach has researched the 
rhythm of nucleic acid synthesis on wlıich 
the partition and te-formation of cells 
depends and Suggested ways of synchroni- 
sing (treatment to this cycle, 

Haematologists have already tuned to 
chronobiology tn their treatment of 
leukaemia. Chronobiologica! experiments 
have also been conducted on animals in 
the case of fixed tumours, especially 
where the immunological treatment of 
them is concerned, 

The importance of the findings cannot 
be appraised today. Results of experi. 
ments in these sectors and other branches 
of chronobiology can only be utilised 
when research tcams from the various 
disciplines approaching the same problem 
from different angles decide to cooperate,

Determining norms 1o provide a 
yardstick for healhy or sick conditions 
poses problems, There is for example tlıe 
latitude of error depending solely on the 
person (aking blood samples from a 
Patient, 

Five different persons took blvod 
samples from 109 soldiers during dı 
experiment conducted in Flanovor, The 
latitude of error was evident, Aparl fron 
ihe Ructuations in the daily cycle, the 
influence of the medical staff was 
obvious. 

As a result of the stress induced by 
having to give blood Ihe groups of 
guinea-pigs diverged fron the nom, 
sarnetintes wildly, especially where the 
measurement of glucose content and that 
of various enZynies vere concemed, Even 
laymen Would distrust any diagnosis 
made on the basis of this data. 

Knowledge of rhythmic fluctuations 
van be of decisive importance when 
Passing judgemert on laboratory findings 
in acute cases, The coagulation rate of an 
emergency patient admitted at night will 
nomually have riseıı to three times that of 
the day time rale, 

It is absolutely normal for blood to 
contain 2 large number of whtie 
corpuscles during the late evening though 
this condition suggests something more 
disturbing during the daytime. 

Halberg also pointed out a number of 
years ago that the amount of adrenalin in 
the blood can, Over a short period of 
time, reach such a high or low level that 
the patient may be thought to have 
serious complaints involving the over. 
production or under-production of this 
hormone (Morbus Cushing or Morbus 
Addison). 

Treatment with cortisone substanc's 
must therefore take account of these 
perlodical fluctuations, Instead of pres.
